~The Matter of "Efficiency 


Much Vaunted Efficiency in Germany 
Will Not Pass Close 
Examination 


Prussianized Germany is the bright 
and shining light of scientific auto- 
cracy; and before the war she was 
spick and span, clean and orderly, 
and vastly impressive to those whose 
investigations stop at the surface. 
But in Germany before the war the 
infant death rate was twice as hich 
as that of France, more than 40 per 
cent. higher than that of England or 
the registration area of the United 
States, and a little higher even than 
that of Italy. The tuberculosis rate 
in Germany was- lower than that of 
France, but much higher than that of 
England. The proportion of illegiti- 
mate births in Germany was consid- 
erably higher than in France, twice 
as high as in England, four times as 
high as. in Ireland, The number of 
child suicides was greater in Ger- 
many than in any other country, and 
Gerard has told us recently that 55 
per cent. of the families in Berlin liv- 
ed in single room tenements.—Chica- 
go Journal. 


Peanuts to the Rescue 


The Humble Peanut Would Appear 
To Be of Some Considerable 
Importance 
The peanut produces not only food 
for man, but erain an 
stock. Peanut hay is equal to clove 
and alfalfa as a forage; while 
are fattened on the nuts, which they 
harvest themselves, making as_ high 
as 400 pounds of meat to the acre. 
As human food the roasted peanut 
is said to be an almost complete ra- 
tion, whiJe peanut oil is now one of 
the ‘dependable sources for the vege- 
table oils that are compensating for 
the growing shortage of animal fats. 
Cottonseed oil has alreadv become a 
favorite shortening in the American 
kitchen, and much of the so-called 
olive oil we use is squeezed from 

the peanut.

It will be remembered that up to| 
that time the United Stages jad not en- 
tered the war and that the American | 
market was then open to the world for 
borrowing purposes, As soon, however, 
as the United States joined the Allies, 
her markets were closed to ontside bor- 
rowers with the result that our source of 
supply—one from which in recent years a 
substantial portion of our borrowings had 
been received—was cut off. There re-, 
mained only the Canadian market and it| 
is hardly necessary to add that the large 
requirements of theDominionGovernment | 
for war purposes preelude our borrowing! 
in that quarter at a rate low enough to 
make the plan a success. 

The main principle of the Farm Loan 
Act involves the borrowing and the re- 
ioaning of money with a percentage added 
to cover administration charges, and it 
will be eecn that to insure effective re- 
sults a continuous supply of money at a 
reasonable rate of interest is essential, 
The Government hae therefore, deter- 
mined thatin the interests of the farmers 
themselves, the present is not an oppor- 
tune time to commence the loaning of 
money under the Farm Loan Act, and it 
has been decided to postpone: ite opera- 
tion unsit conditions become more pormal,

SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS, 


THE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of available Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub- Agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any Dominion 
Lands Agency (but not Sub-Agency),; 6p 
certain conditions. . 

-Duties—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the Iand in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
except where residence is performed in 
the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside hig homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Six months residence in cach 
of three years after earning homestead 

atent; also 50 acres extra cultivation. 

re-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon. a8 homestead patent, on certain 
conditions, 

A settler who has exhausted hie home 
stead right may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts.

Calgary Herald recently. 

Stockmen all over the country. 
he said, were looking to the Pacific 
slope sections for improvement in 
breeding, and Alberta was admirably 
suited in this regard; so: admirably, 
in fact, that it would become a leader 
along these lines. He pointed ott 
that it was an outstanding fact that 
the nearer one goes to the equator 
the smaller the breeding animals be- 
come.

such an extent that a campaign had 
now been opened, with a leading vet- 
erinarian in charge, to combat  ani- 
mal disease. “The losses from  dis- 
ease are tremendous,” he said, “and 
if these losses are to be eliminated, 
we must have healthy breeding stock 
and therefore must begin at the very 
foundation of the industry, namely, 
the pure bred business, Alberta is 
tn ideal country for the production 
of healthy, vigorous stock. The 
yrass cannot be surpassed, and the 
climatic conditions are excellent. 
That this province is already leading 
along these lines is %bundantly veri- 
fied by the fact that the east is draw- 
ing heavily on the stud flocks and 
lierds of Alberta.” 

Mr. Carlyle believes that the west 
must become the base of supply for 
the eastern breeders in the future, 
for this is where animals with vitalitv 
and power to resist disease must 
originate, He looks for a wonderful 
future in Alberta, both for the live 
stock and grain growing industries.

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Raising of Root 
Seeds in Canada 


Can Be Successfully Grown and Net 
_ a Good Profit 


In 1915 Canada imported a total of 
1,927,313 pounds of turnip seed, -and 
1,056,060 pounds of mangel and beet 
seed, In 1916 the import of turnip 
seed dwindled to 150,855 pounds and 
the import of mangel and beet seed | 
to 636,797 pounds; and for 1917 thr 
figures stand 291,379 for turnip seed 
end 891,677 pounds for mangel and 
beet seed. This means that Canada 
imported a total of these most im- 
portant farm seeds, in the years of 
1916 and 1917, which falls short. of 
the import of 1915 alone of, roughly 
one million pounds, It should be 
added that practically every pound 
of field root seed used in this coun- 
try is of European origin. 


Tn 1915 the Central Experimenta’ 
Karm at Ottawa raised, from a field 
about 1 1-2 acres, a first-class mangel 
seed crop at the rate of about 1,150 
pounds of seed to the acre, Mangel 
seed was produced at the Expérimen- 
tal Farm at Agassiz, B.C., at the rate 
of 2,100 pounds per acre, at the Ex 
perimental Station at  Lénnoxville, 
Que., at the rate of 1,150 pounds per 
acre and at the Experimental Station 
at Kentville, N.S., at the rate of 2,100 
pounds per acre, The same year the 
Experimental Station at Lennoxville, 
Que., raised swede turnip seed at the 
rate of close to 1,250 pounds to the 
acre. 

But what about the profit? Docs 
ic pay the grower to raise that kind 
of crop? As an answer, it may be 
stated that there was, according ta 
records kept, a net profit of about 
$80 per acre from the mangel seed 
crop at_ the Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, in 1915.. And this in 
spite of the fact- that the men L.ndl- 
ing the crop were quite unfamiliar 
with the same.

A New Report on Problems of Vital 
and Current Interest in Canada 


» The latest report. of the commis- 


sion of conservation~deals with the 
important subject -of the planning 
and development of rural districts 


and small towns in Canada. It has 
been prepared by Mr. Thomas Adams 
town planning adviser of the com- 
mission, who has made a close study 
of the problems of rural develop- 
iment in this country during the past 
three years, following twenty-five 
years experience,in farming, land 
surveying and town planning in oth- 
er countries, - : 

The report deals imyiehpatay | 
with the social conditions and ten 
encies in rural areas and the prevail- 
ing systems of land scttlement and 
development. It indicates the rural 
problems requiring solution in opder 
to secure’ the ' proper development 
and economic use of land for pur- 
pose of efficiency, health, convenience 
and amenity. The great injury 
which land development in Canada 
suffers, from speculation, neglect of 
public health aml want of expert 
business administration of land set- 
tlement, is considered. Incidentally. 
the problem of returned soldiers is 
dealt with, and the connection © be- 
tween land development and such 
questions as taxation, unemploy ment, 


and high cost of living is clearly 
shown. 
Having regard to the need © for 


more attention being given to  pro- 
duction in “Canada; to the extent to 
which production a impaired by 
speculation in land, neglect of 
public health, and by eee sys- 
tems of development; to the import- 
ance of increasing the supply of hu- 
man skill and energy and of capital 
derived from production instead of 
by borrowing; the problems dealt 
with in this report are of vital and 
current interest to the people of this 
country. 

There are five appendices by com- 
petent authorities, and the conclud- 
ing chapter gives an outline of pro- 
posals and makes general recommen- 
dations to cover the, conditions as 
presented,

Need of the Human Body 


There is still much difference of 
opinion over white bread, and brown 
bread, and nothing but.a few weeks’ 
experience can settle the matter for 
anyone. A sudden change from white 
bread to coarse brown bread may 
bring about irregularities of the di- 
gestive and alimentary tracts for a 
short time, for the effect of white 
bread is constipating, while brown o1 
coarser bread has a contrary result, 
The experience of many people ‘ss 
entirely against frown bread which 
is merely white flour mixed with 
Proper brown. bread is made 
of whole wheat, and this may be 
ground to a finer or coarser consis- 
tency, according to preference. A 
good plan has been suggested by Lil- 
lian Dynevor Rice, who, without 
condemning white. bread, recom- 
mends a freer use of coarse breads 
made from wheat, rye, maize, barley 
or oats. These are all rich in mineral 
matter, protein, starch and sugar, 
and are especially good for children 
whose young bones require just the 
materials these cereals: supply. It is 
suggested that housekeepers keep 
half a dozen canisters full of these 
coarser bread stuffs, and that they 
he baked alternately with white bread 
and the tastes for these grains cul-

British Food Controller Sends Mes- 


gage to United States 


Lord Rhondda, the British food 
controller, has cabled to United 
States Food Administrator Hooyer 
the following message concerning 
Food Pledge Week and its purposes: 

When “the despicable little British 
army” three years ago flung itself in- 
to the breach and barred the road to 
Calais, it was inspired not by a rea- 
soned hope of defeating overwhelm- 
ingly the Getman army, not by any 
thought of conquest, but by those 
highest of all human aspirations— 
duty and self-sacrifice, In glorious 
fulfilment of those aspirations the 
majority of that “despicable little 
army” now lie in soldiers’ graves, In 
the cause millions of our manhood 
have freely offered their lives. 

The gallant Belgian handful that 
saved the day by holding the German 
armies at Liege; the magnificent 
troops of France that forever shat- 
tered at the battle of the Marne the 
kaiser’s' dream of a Prussianized 
Europe; the Serbs who contested 
inch by inch against infinitely super- 
ior forces the integrity of their na- 
tive land—all were actuated by the 
same motives. Most of them now 
have only white wooden crosses to 
mark their self-sacrifice and devotion 
to duty. 

To my own fellow countrymen I 
say quite frankly that what we ask 
of them in food economy is scarcely 
worthy the name of sacrifice. If those 
who continue to live and. stay in 
comparative comfort at home (air 
raids do not really disturb the daily 
routine) are not willing to deprive 
themselves of quite unessential foods 
then our bravest men died in vain. 

I have already placed all the prime 
necessities of life under government 
control, both as to import and home 
production price. It would have been 
impossible to do this without your 
co-operation and advice in connection 
with our imported supplies. ‘ 

If there is no marked reduction as 
a result of our voluntary food econ- 
omy campaign, the nation must be 
put on compulsory rations. The dis- 
advantages of this you know better 
than I, but you also know that we 
are all faced with a shortage of the 
world’s supply of cereals, meats, fats 
and sugar. For all these the allies 
in Europe are largely dependent upon 
the American people. Unless there 
is real self-sacrifice, real co-~ operation 
in the common campaign for conser- 
vation and increased production. of 
food, then food will not win the war.

Interesting the children is consid- 
ered a most important aim. of these 
fairs, and the judges and school au- 
thorities co-operate to enable child- 
ren to take part in them, When a 
live stock show is held in connection 
with the fairs, children show animals 
they have reared themselves, Some- 
times they show a pig, a lamb, a colt 


or a calf, They keep charts show- 
ing when the animal came under 
their care, its weight at that time, 


how it has been fed, and what it has 
cost for feeding. This is what is 
called a completed project, and, it 
has been observed, a child can learn 
as much from one project as from 
several months at school.
